BUDAPEST — UP - The Hun­ 
garian underground called today 
for a “black” New Year’s Eve in 
defiance of the government and

A nation famed for the abandon 
of its New Year’s Eve celebra­ 
tions planned to go to bed early 
in silence, the only form of pro­ 
test open to the Hungarians. 
Only a fragment of the nation’s 
workers expect to have jobs and 
full wages after this New Year’s 
Eve. The hundreds of thousands

Unsigned Leaflets Distributed 
Unsigned leaflets scattered

In any event the regime of 
Premier Janos Hadar has order­ 
ed the curfew to remain at IO 
p.m. even on the eve of the New 
Year.
